Walter Brazel was the only man 
known to be dead, A severe dust ex­ 
plosion near the top of the structure

ward Brazels body w*as blown Into 
the open.

There should be Pop Corn balls, of 
course, on this colorful little trco. 
Make them small and wrap each 
one in colored cellophane or in 
wax ed paper and then in brig ht col­ 
ored tis.sue paper. 
F'or I'ruit Clusters prepare a mix ­ 
ture of dried fruit—raisins, dates, 
prunes, fig s, apricots—you can use 
as much of each as you like. Grind 
the fruit tog ether, and mix it thor­ 
oug hly vvith the hands. Shape into 
very tiny* balls and roll in powdered 
sug ar. Roll each ball separately in 
colored cellophane, g old or silver 
paper, or wax ed paper and colored 
tissue. Tie throe or four tog ether 
in a cluster.

The g ing erbiead man, with their 
white eyes and brown bodies, will 
bo w’aiting to stand in line on the 
Sug ar Plum Tree. And they’re just 
as g ood as g ood can be! 
Last but not least—the pepper­ 
mint candy canes. 
(My reporter 
says that these little canes g row 
plentiful on the tree. Perhaps, be­ 
cause the tree g row-s in the Pep­ 
permint Mountains.) I am g oing to 
g ive to you the recipe for Pepper­ 
mint Molasses Taffy so you’ll be 
sure to have those little canes on 
your Sug ar Plum Tree. 


Peppermint Molasses Taffy 
1 cup g ranulated sug ar 
1 cup brown sug ar 
2 cups lig ht molasses 
% cup w-ator 
44 cup butter 
% teaspoon soda 
H teaspoon salt 
5 drops oil of peppermint 
Put the sug ar, molasses, and wa­ 
ter Into a sauce pan and cook to 
the temperature of 265“ Fk or until 
a little of the sirup makes a hard 
ball when tried in cold water. Cook 
the candy slowly and stir it during 
the latter part of the cooking to 
prevent burning . Remove from the 
stove, add the butter, soda, and salt 
and stir just enoug h to mix well. 
Turn into g reased pans and let 
stand until cool enoug h to handle. 
Turn the edg es of the candy into 
the center as they start to harden. 
When cool enoug h g ather a pan­ 
ful into a ball, butter the fing ers, 
and pull until lig ht colored and 
firm. 
Add the peppermint while 
pulling the candy. 
To make the canes just stretch 
the candy into a long thin strip, and 
cut in pie-es about eig ht inches 
long . Twist two pieces tog ether and 
bend over one end to make the 
crook of the cane. 
Two people 
working tog ether can make striped 
Clines. 
Divide the candy, before 
pulling , into two parts, and color 
one with red food coloring . Use a 
strip of each color and twist to­ 
g ether.

Treacherous rocks and chains of 
Rock Island rapids will be blotted 
out forev er with completion of this 
huge project and the coming of 
a 
nine-foot 
water 
stage. 
With its adjacent dual nav igation 
locks and a tw-o-mile sea w-all, the 
job W'ill hav e cost about $5,500,000 
when finished in 19 33. 
Strictly speaking, the dam is not 
a dam at all, because it is not a 
complete barrier across the riv er. 
Its 
construction 
embodies 
elev en 
roller gates which can be raised 
or 
low'ered 
by 
chains 
suspended 
abov e. 
The chains w'ill be operated by 
electric hoists, one on each of 10 
piers to w-hich the roller gates are 
attached. 
The Iowa bank and the 
dual locks also serv e as piers, each 
forming an attachm ent for a roller ^ 
gate. 
The dam starts at the low’a bank 
600 feet below' the Dav enport-Rock 
Island drawbridge. 
When complete 
it will extend diagonally upstream 
1,200 feet and will adjoin the lower 
end of dual locks near the island of 
Rock Island 
(111.) 
shore. 
Each pier extends 
108 feet up 
and downstream, is 12 feet across 
bed. 
The first pier is set S3 feet 
upstream from the Iowa end of the 
dajn, and each pier thereafter will 
be set 33 feet abov e and parallel to 
the one before it. 
The piers are 
joined at the bottom by a sill run­ 
ning the full length of the dam. 
Set betw’een these piers w-ill be 
220-ton, drum-like gates, each with 
an apron resting on the pier sill. 
Four of the gates no\v are being 
placed betw-een piers thus far con­ 
structed. 
Cogs fringing the rollers will en­ 
mesh w-ith others set in the piers,

rate income tax law, the supreme 
court 
affirmed 
a ruling 
by the 
J ackson county circuit court in a 
suit brought 
by 
Langton Bacon, 
who sought to enjoin J ohn R. Ran- 
son, 
collector of 
J ackson county, 
from collection of an income tax aa- 
sessed 
against 
him for the year 
1931. 
Bacon contended the income ta x 
l a w of 1917, 
a s amended 
by th« 
1931 l e g i s l a t u r e , w a s discriminatory 
and therefore unconsitutional. Sine« 
the court previously had upheld th« 
1917 
law', t h e decision today dealt 
only W’it h t h e “ bracketing” features 
passed in 1931. 
The 
opinion 
was 
written 
by 
J udge William T. Ragland an con­ 
curred in by the six other judges. 
“ From our analysis of the statut« 
it is obvious that the tax required 
to be levied under it is uniform, 
and not discriminatory, as between 
taxpayers in the same class," J udg« 
Ragland said. 
“ The basic principal 
underlying all such classifications 
Is the ability of the taxpayer to 
pay. 
“ Many 
economists 
and students 
of government regard a progressive 
tax as more just and equal in point 
of sacrifice than a proportional one, 
since persons with large incomes 
can more readily spare a fixed pro­ 
portion of their income than thos« 
who have difficulty 
in 
sustaining 
themselves upon what they receive 
each year.” 
The income tax law, as passed la 
1917, provided for 
a flat rate of 1- 
per cent, after certain reductions,

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—A letter 
which police declined to mak e pub­ 
lic apparently held the secret to­ 
night of why Mrs. Reeves Brace, 
stepdaughter of a rear admiral and 
socially well k nown in Washington 
and New York , hanged herself with 
a silk stock ing last night. 
Near the body, which was discov­ 
ered banging from a closet door in 
a midtowu hotel room, was a seal­ 
ed letter with these words on the 
envelope:

W’ a s in ill health, sol< 
out his Interest, then brought sui 
against his former partners, alleg 
ing “fraudulent misrepresentations’ 
regarding the profits and conditio 
of the business at the time of th-? 
sale. 
The defendants were J. D. Ga> 
ton, T. M. Beers, W. R. Harrington 
and

Grant. 
'W'olcott died before the first trial 
and the suit was retitled 
in the 
name of Younger B. Denny, execu­ 
tor of his estate. 
The verdict

the first trial was for the WolcoU 
estate, but the supreme court rfr 
manded the case for an accounting 
Guyton and Beers died w’liile^ the 
appeal w’as pending. 
At the second trial, a judgment 
of 
$1,236.488.48 
was 
returned

the plaintiff, the amount Including 
interest. 
Neither side was satisflei. 
with the verdict, and both appeal 
ed.

JEFFER SON CITY, Dec. 16.—The 
historic old St. Louis court house 
birthplace of the 
Dred 
Scott de 
cisió n and from xvhose steps slavei- 
once were sold, is the property o 
the 
city 
“forever,” 
the 
suprem 
court en l?anc ruled today In de 
ciding against heirs of the Chou 
teaus and Lucases, w’ho sought^ tc 
recover the land upon which th 
courthouse is built. 
In tw’o opinions, the court ovei 
ruled the contention of Azby Henr 
and Francise Chouteau and Mortoi 
Lucas that the property should rt 
vert to the heirs of Auguste an* 
Therese Chouteau and John Mortoi 
because 
the courthouse 
has 
beei 
abandoned as such. 
The court ruled tha t the land yr 
on which the courthouse is buil 
was donated “forever” bzy the Chou 
teaus and Lucas and cannot be re 
covered by their heirs. 
The courthouse now Is used fo 
justice courts and an art museum
